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In response to the Applicant's argument that the limitation "a repeater coupled to the Voice-over-Internet Protocol processor core thorugh 
the bus" cited in claim 1 in fact came from claim 18 of the previous claim set, and therefore did not raise new issue, the Examiner agrees 
with this argument and the previous Advisory Action was improper.
